For 
the best performance and longest 
life, we recommend RadioShack al- 
kaline batteries.

• Do not mix old and new batter- 
ies, different types of batter- 
ies (standard, alkaline, or 
rechargeable), or rechargeable 
batteries of different capaci- 
ties. 

Follow these steps to install bat- 
teries. 

1. Press the two tabs on the bat- 
tery compartment cover down 
and lift the cover up to remove 
it. 

2. Place the batteries in the com- 
partment as indicated by the 
polarity symbols (+ and -) 
marked outside the compart- 
ment. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When the sound becomes weak or 
distorted, the tape speed slows, or 
the recorder stops operating prop- 
erly, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not burn 
or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use 
the recorder for about a month, 
remove the batteries. Batteries 
can leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic parts.

LOADING A TAPE 

1. Press STOP/EJECT to open the cas- 
sette compartment. 

2. Slide the cassette tape into the 
compartment with the side you 
want to play facing out and the 
open edge facing up. 

3. Close the compartment. 

PLAYING A CA55ETTE 

TAPEAND5INGING 

ALONG 

You can mix your voice with any tape, 
but karaoke tapes work better. 

1. Press PLAY. The tape begins to 
play. 

2. Adjust the volume to the desired 
sound level. 

Note: To fast forward or rewind 
the tape, first press STOP/EJECT 
to stop play, then press FAST-F or 
REW. Press STOP/EJECT then PLAY 
to resume play. 

3. To sing along with a tape, slide the 
microphone out from its holder and 
set ON/OFF to ON. 

Sing into the microphone. Your 
voice is mixed with the tape and 
comes out from the speaker. 

4. When the tape reaches the end, it 
automatically stops. To stop the 
tape sooner, press STOP/EJECT. 
Press STOP/EJECT to open the com- 
partment and remove the tape. 


5. To play the tape's other side, 
remove and reinsert it so the other 
side plays.

1. Slide the microphone out from its 
holder and set ON/OFF to ON. 

2. With no cassette tape in the com- 
partment, press PLAY. 

3. Speak into the microphone. Adjust 
the volume to the desired level. 
Your voice is amplified through the 
recorder's built-in speaker. 

4. When you finish, press STOP/ 
EJECT. Slide ON/OFF to OFF and 
place the microphone back into its 
holder. 

RECORDING 

Follow these steps to make a recording 
with the microphone. 

1. Load a blank tape (or one you want 
to record over) into the cassette 
compartment. 

2. Set the microphone's ON/OFF to 
ON, then press PLAY and REC. Both 
PLAY and REC lock down. Sing or 
speak into the microphone. 

Or, to record a song on the radio 
(for example), put the microphone 
near a radio's speaker. 

3. To stop recording, press STOP/ 
EJECT. When you finish, place the 
microphone back into its holder.

ErasingTapes 

To record over a cassette tape, simply 
record as usual. The tape recorder 
records over the previous recording. 

You can quickly erase both sides of a 
cassette tape using a bulk tape eraser. 

Preventing Accidental 
Erasure 

Cassette tapes have two erase- 
protection tabs — one for each side. 
When a tab is in place, you can record 
on that side. 

To prevent accidental erasure of a 
tape recording, use a screwdriver to 
remove one or both of the cassette 
tape's erase protection tabs. This pre- 
vents RECORD from being pressed. 

If you later decide to record on a tape 
side after you have removed the erase- 
protection tab, place a piece of strong 
plastic tape over that side's erase-pro- 
tection hole. Be sure you cover only the 
hole originally covered by the erase- 
protection tab. 

Caution: Removing the erase-protec- 
tion tabs does not prevent a bulk eras- 
er from erasing a cassette tape. 

Restoring T ape T ension and 
Sound Quality 

After you play a cassette tape several 
times, the tape might become tightly 
wound on the reels. This can cause 
playback sound quality to deteriorate. 


To restore the sound quality, fast-for- 
ward the tape from the beginning to 
the end of one side, then completely 
rewind it. Then loosen the tape reels 
by gently tapping each side of the cas- 
sette's outer shell on a flat surface. 

Caution: Be careful not to damage the 
cassette when tapping it. Do not touch 
the exposed tape or allow any sharp 
objects near the cassette. 

Cleaning the T ape-Handling 
Parts 

Dirt, dust or particles of the tape's 
coating can accumulate on the tape 
heads and other parts that the tape 
touches. This can greatly reduce the 
performance of the system. After ev- 
ery 20 hours of tape player operation, 
follow these steps to clean the tape- 
handling parts. 

1. Remove the batteries. 

2. Open the cassette compartment 
door and press PLAY to expose the 
tape-handling parts. 

3. Use a cotton swab dipped in tape 
head cleaning solution or denatured 
alcohol to gently clean the record/ 
playback head, pinch roller, capstan 
and tape guides. 

4. Press STOP/EJECT to release the 
tape-handling parts. Then close the 
cassette compartment cover and 
reconnect power. 

Note: For easier cleaning, you can use 
a cassette cleaner kit, which includes a 
special cleaning cassette. Your local 
RadioShack store carnes a full line of 
cassette deck cleaning supplies.

To enjoy your RadioShack Kids' Sing- 
Along Tape Recorder for a long time: 

• Keep the recorder dry. If it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the recorder only in 
normal temperature environments. 

• Handle the recorder gently and 
carefully. Do not drop it. 

• Keep the recorder away from dust 
and dirt. 

• Wipe the recorder with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new.
